hind. In a trice we were on the hind- 
most platform, and away flew the. 
train. We took a little time to gather 
up our breath, and by this time we 
were in the country. The crops claim- 
Between Detroit and 
_ Pontiac they have a fine look. In sev- 
eral fields the mower was already at 
work, cutting down a fair growth of 
grass. Cornggot much ahead, but look- 
ing black, rich, and healthy. So with 
the oat and wheat crops. Wheat bids 
Between Pontiac and Grand 
Rapids, with the exception of a few 
scattering localities, the appearance 
is not flattering, nor especially discour- 
aging. Between Grand Rapids and 
Grand Haven the wheat crop looked 
splendidly. We conversed with a gen- 
tleman who had traversed the north- 
western counties of the State, and he 
told us that the wheat crop there is 
splendid—never better. Returning to 
our excursion. ‘The first place of any 
importance is Pontiac. This is a city 
about thesize of our own. Having re- 


- sided in this town some length of time, 


we took peculiar interest in pointing 
out the house of worship and objects of 
attraction. The next point is Holly. 
This place is likely to become famous 
for the railroads centering init. The 
Saginaw road has already given it a 
big start. We counted nineteen dwell- 
ing houses in process of erection, and 
no doubt there are others out of sight. 
Fentonville and Corunna seem to be 
holding their own. Owosso retains its 
primitive beauty. For some years the 
residence of our. boyhood days, we 


wnt nna ~aa0ll ‘tha pleasures of that 
period. Here were spent some of our 


happiest hours. It is the Kalamazoo 
of the Detroit & Milwaukee road. St. 
John’s is evidently growing. Ionia is 
quite a town. The spires of Lyons are 
-seen in the distance. Lowell is out of 
sight. Grand Rapids, the second town 
in the State, is too far distant to see its 
main business blocks. But judging 
from what we saw, it is destined to be- 
come a town of greater maguitude. 
Here are the grand plaster deposits. 
Mere passengers left here than at any 
other point. The next town of any 
importance is Grand Haven, 188 miles 
from Detroit. Thisis the mouth of 
Grand River. At Lyons we saw this 
stream largely increased by the addi- 
tion of Maple River. At Grand Rap- 
ids it swells into a fine river and at 
Grand Haven it is worthy of the name 
Grand River, the largestinterior stream 
in the State. The village. is probably 
a place of about two thousand inhabi- 
tants, Here on the Lake shore are 
vast hills of sand. Shielding. the vil- 
lage and harbor from the bleak west 
winds that blow from Lake Michigan, 
they are invaluable. The Steamboat 
Milwaukee, forming one of the line of 
the Detroit & Milwaukee Co. was wait- 
ing to receive us. This boat and an- 
other similar to it are built after the 
model of Ocean Steamers—240 feet 
long, 34 feet beam, 880 tons, new meas- 
ure, engines 1000 horse power, Low 
pressure. ` The gentlemanly Purser, 
Mr. Edward Wiles, took us below after 
we were well out into the lake, and 
showed us the workings of the en- 
gine. As steadily and beautifully as 
the beatings of a healthy human pulse, 
under the complete control of the skill-. 
ful engineer, operated the machinery, | 
polished in every part exposed to the 
eye, so as to give back a perfect reflec- 


` 


tion of the countenance. Many years 
have these Steamships plied across the 
Lake, and never yet has any accident 
occurred. From the first of June until 
the middle of October no pleasanter 
route to the west can be found. Itis 
really a relief to the tedium of the cars 
to be able for a night to transfer ones- 
self to the magnificent and comfortable 
State-rooms of one of these boats. The 
distance saved is one hundred miles}as 
well as $3,00 fare from Detroit to St. 
Louis: and kindred points. The travel 
over this route is rapidly increasing, 
both by parties for-business and pleas- 
ure. In the late Fall, Winter and early 
Spring, a large amount of freight is con- 
veyed over this route, as well as in the 
Summer, for points west. A beautiful 
moonlight night, we watched with in- 
tense delight the bold bluff shores of 
Michigan. Scarcely a ripple upon the 
lake, the passengers all enjoyed the 
change from the cars to the boat and 
the enchanting breezes. We found in 
Capt. Trowell, a suggestive name, a 
gentleman who w: s unceasing in his ef- 
forts to contribute to the comfort of 
those intrusted to his care. ki

If they cannot take 
the test oath, which is doubtful, they 
of course cannot be confirmed by the 
Senate. —A call has been issued for 
a Convention of the supporters of “My 


‘Policy ” to meet at Philadelphia, Au- 


gust 14th. —The firing of the first 
gun is momentarily expected in Europe. 

Italy is about throwing 40,000 men 

across the Po into Venetia. The Prus- 

sian force is nearly 800,000. England 
favors the cession of Venetia. The en- 
tire Austrian force has been withdrawn 
from Holstein, but the latest dispatch- 
es say she will commence war immedi- 
ately. —The Liberal cause in Mexico 
looks brighter. It is said Maximillian 

will run for the Presidency when he 
finds he cannot longer be called Em- 
peror. Itis stated positively that all 
the French troops will be withdrawn 
the present season. Santa Anna has 
conceived a brilliant plan for restoring 
peace (?) to his native country and get- 
ting himself into power again. He 
wants the United States to furnish him 
a million dollars and three thousand 
men, with which he promises to accom- 
plish all this, and for which he will 
swear eternal gratitude to this nation.

—The 
Connecticut Senate ratified the Consti- 
tutional Amendment at midnight on 
Monday.

—thus showing that they are breeding 
and destroying all the time; It) does 


not eat good, pure curled hair, but fas- | 


tens its cocoon to it, the elasticity of 
which prevents it being disturbed. 
The insite of furniture is, used by’ it 
only for purposes of propagation. 

The worm, when. ready for. food, 
crawls out and destroys the covering, 
if of woolen or of plush: material, and 
falling tc the carpet, destroysit. : They 
rarely cut through plush from the. in- 
side, as itis of cotton back—but there 
are instances where they have cut up 
muslin on the outside backs of sofas. 
There is no protection against it ex- 
cept continual care. New furniture 
should be removed from the walls at 
least twice a week, at this season of 
the year, and should be well whisked 
all around, particularly under the seats 
to prevent the fly from lodging.

Cayenne pepper, Scotch 
snuff, camphor, turpentine, and all oth- 
er remedies for protection from. the 
large moth are of little or of no avail 
against the furnitare moth, Saturation 
with: alcohol will not destroy them 
when in a piece. of furniture. If the 
farniture is infested, they may’ bé re- 
moved by taking off the muslin from 
under the seats and-off the outside ends 
and backs, where they congregate 
most, and exposing it to the air as 
much as. possible. “Beat well witha 
whisk or, the “open, hand, and, kill, all 
the flies and worms which show them- 
selves. “Ehis. done,-often, wil -disturb 
them, and’ may make them leave’ the 
furniture, as its desire is to bé left ‘qui- 
et. ‘When the. furniture’ is free’ from 
moths, amd is tobe ‘left during the 
‘summer months without „attention, It 

be, protected by camphor in small 
bags, or highly, concentrated; patehowi. 
The safest way isto have the furniture 
wéll*whisked twice a week. 

If the moth attacks the carpet, which 
they will first do under the sofas and 
chairs, spread a wet.sheet on the. car- 
pet, ‘and pass a hot flat iron over ‘it 
quickly—thr steam will effectually de- 
stroy both worm and eggs.
